He will make foreign 
war a palliative for discontent. 
He 
will evoke the spirit of the Slav, and 
i set Pan-Slavic sentiment against do­ 
mestic discontent. 
He will claim in­ 
terest 
in the Austro-Servia contest 
ou the ground of consanguinity. 
The 
success of Austria would probably 
rt ,-mlt in Teutonic domination in the 
Balkan peninsula, and the ending of

Saxony, France, Austria and Russia. 
Though greatly outnumbered the Prus­ 
sians not only held their own, but com­ 
pleted the w ar by gaining the province 
of Silesia. 
Yet the w a r was largely 
the result of the aggressions of Prus- , 
Bia. Prussia bad taken a large part of 
Baxony and annexed it to Prussia. 
Carlyle in his “Frederick the Great" 
Bays: “Seldom was there su<*h a com­ 
bination against any man as then 
against Frederick after his Saxon per­ 
formances in 175*5. 
The extent of his 
Bin, which is now ascertained to have 
been w bat we saw, w as at that time 
considered to transcend all computa­ 
tion and to mark him out for partition, 
for suppression and enchainments, as 
the general enemy of mankind.”

The 
Prussians 
captured 21,000 prisoners 
and 11*5 guns and obtained a firmer 
bold on Silesia. 
The German government today un­ 
doubtedly 
believes itself thoroughly 
prepared for the present crisis. 
It did 
not throw down the gauge of battle 
without full study of the effects of the 
entry of Great Britain and all other 
possible opponents into the field. 


W ar Games Useful. 
The w ar games fought out by the 
German general staff as part of the 
study in preparation for tlie present 
conflict no doubt Included situations 
similar to those now presented, and 
every detail and every strategic contin­ 
gency which could be foreseen as a 
possibility have been included in the 
statement-, of problems and their ef­ 
fects analyzed and provided against.

j other. The aggressor is generally sue- 
I cessful when he wir.s a material ad­ 
vantage at one p*>int, for the positions 
of the defender usually constitute a 
strategic structure which is greatly im­ 
paired by the loss of one of its parts. 
The aggressor may select the point 
of attack and concentrate against it. 
while the defender must be prepared 
at all i>oint'. 
The disadvantages of 
the strategical offensive arc that it In­ 
volves rapid and fatiguing marches on 
the troops, involving losses which fre­ 
quently oXfi-cd tlmse of battle. 
The 
country through which the advance is 
made is usually hostile, and detach­ 
ments m ust be made to protect the 
line 
of 
communication. 
Advancing 
! armies are thus frequently caused to 
melt away before reaching the objec­ 
tive. 
The force at the head of the army 
which is the part in contact with the 
enemy is oftep but a fraction of the 
entire army, due to the necessity to 
occupy and hold strategic points gained 
during the advance and to protect the 
line of communications.

Against the Russians they would leave 
onlv sufficient forces to delay their ad­ 
vance on B e r l i n or Vienna until the 
French campaign could Is* finished. 
It 
seems to be the consensus of opinion 
of military men that the German-A us- 
trian allies will follow this last plan. 
Whichever plan they may adopt says 
the writer in the Sun. they must act 
on the aggressive and push the cam ­ 
paign hard in order to overcome their 
opponents in detail before they can 
unite their military forces. 


The Road to Paris, 
Tw o more tasks besides the capture 
of Liege lie before the German army 
groups now oi»erating in the valley of 
the Meuse before it can hope to enter 
France and be *>n the road to I uris. 
These tasks 
will 
be, first, in 
the 
valley of the Meuse, to overcome the 
forts at Huy and then to reduce the 
fortified camps of Namur, the outer 
lines of defense of which have in the 
last few days been strengthened by 
numerous earthworks and the gaitison 
of which has certainly been brought 
up to more than the required strength; 
second, after the fall "f Liege, opening 
Belgium to the German invasion, to 
crush the Belgian military forces and 
to reduce the great fortified camp of 
Brussels, the central Belgian defense. 
This objective would have to be a t­ 
tained before the German army group 
operating in the valley *d the Meuse 
could ath ant e into France across B e l ­ 
g i u m without having it> right flank 
aiyl its line of communications serious­ 
ly endangered. 
While the French have no continu­ 
ous line ef defenses 
the Belgian 
border, they have a stvbndary line of 
defense in the 1-t Fere Reims curtain, 
halfway between Paris and Belgium. 
The city of Paris is surrounded with a 
girdle of forts that will protect it from 
capture except by siege. 
As every day will help France to 
catch up with the German start, the 
resistance that the latter encouutered 
in Belgium is of enormous value to 
France in her concentration plans. 


Uhlans Noted For Daring. 
, 
During tin* storming ot Liege the 
German uhlans came to the front in 
the news, 
.lust who and w hat the uh- 
an is at the present time occupies the 
minds of many persons here, says the 
New York Herald. 
An erroneous im­ 
pression seems to exist in some quar­ 
ters, it adds, that the word “uhlan” 
indicates a tribe or nationality similar 
to the word "Cossack.” This is not so. 
The Cossack is born a Cossack. 
He 
is of Tartar origin, whose nblcbodied 
men ¡ire enrolled in the armies of the 
czar. 
The word “uhlan" simply de­ 
notes a certain type of cavalryman in 
the German army. 
The uhlan is a 
lancer. 
There are twenty six regi­ 
ments of uhlans in the German army 
—nineteen from Prussia, three from 
Saxonv, two from Bavaria and two 
from 
W ürttemberg — with 
a 
total 
streugth on a peace footing of upproxi 
mately 25.0*'hi well trained men. These 
regiments are ranked as heavy cavalry 
and are used principally sis independ­ 
ent. 
cavalry, 
forming 
the 
cavalry 
screen. 
This was their employment in 
th e Franco Prussian war, and from the 
reports coming from Belgium it would 
seem that the uhlans are still being 
used :ts the vanguard of the German 
army. 
The uhlan 
is 
armed with 
lance, 
saber, carbine and pistol. 
He is well 
mounted, and his equipment is espe­ 
cially designed for the purpose for 
which he is employed—ready to fight 
or run, ride down outposts or scouting 
: parties of the enemy, harass his flanks 
and screen the movements of his own 
main body. 
The word “uhlan” itself is of Polish 
| origin and denotes a lancer. 
The uh 
j Ians in the German army wear the 
czapka. the peculiar flat topped head 
dress which was worn by tlie Polish 
uhlans and w hich t<» this day is the 
distinguishing mark in the uniforms of 
the lancer regiments of Great Britain 
and other European countries. 
The uhlans during the Franeo-Prus- 
sian w ar made a nam e for themselves 


f o r their quick dashes and raiding 
expeditions and the. ruthless manner 
in which they ravaged the country 
through which they went. The patrol 
of uhlans who tried to gallop into 
Liege, according to reports from Brus­ 
sels, and capture the Belgian general 
staff w as acting true to the uhlan rep­ 
utation for daring work.

HIGH PRICES 
IS EXPECFED 


That the price of sugar 
and 
of 
other staple commodoties which nave 
soared in value since the outl reak of 
the European war have in all proba­ 
bility about reached their zenith is 
the general 
opinion 
of local mer 
chants. 
They unite in the be.i< f that 
the price o£ sugar especially has been 
so markedly advanced chiefly because 
the first increase due to large pur 
chases by foreign countr es caused a 
small panic here, and thousands of 
persons proceeded to still f rt’uer re­ 
strict the supply and raise the price 
to buying 
far 
beyond 
their 
neds 
This theory being true, 
a 
reaction 
would be inevitable, and deal* rs are 
inclined to believe that it is almost 
here. 
»The prevailing retail suuar quota­ 
tion in the city Saturday was 
Per 
sack of 25 pounds, being actually un­ 
der the prevailing quotations in larg­ 
er markets, since 
heal 
merchants 
have a considerable st« ck 
< n 
hand 
which was purchased at a more rea­ 
sonable figure and have, chosen 
to 
protect their customers as ar as pos 
sible. 
Another striking advance dur 
ing the past week was that on navy 
beans, which have gone up $1.25 
to 
$3.50 a bushel. 
Canned salmon 
and 
some canned vegetables have a ’so in­ 
creased, and slight advances are re­ 
corded in coffees and a few other ar­ 
ticles. 
The report was current during Sat- 
uday that local 
restauranteurs 
had 
determined upon an increase in the 
price of meals and short orders. Such 
did not prove to be the case, but the 
move is being considered very serious 
ly, and will be necessary, proprietors 
declare, if the price of sugar, meats, 
butter and other commodities con­ 
tinue to 
increase. 
One 
proprietor 
has raised the price of pork ^and 
wiches to 10 cents. 
In other citie3 
such increases are 
generally 
being 
made. 
It was declared by local 
giocers 
Saturday that with the excepti« n of 
the items just mentioned, prices on 
foodstuffs are practically n* rmal. .The 
first homegrown poaches are now in 
the market, and 
a crop 
somewhat 
above the average 
in quantity 
and 
quality is reported, 
with 
moderate 
price quotations expected in a 
few 
days, especially if the high price 
of 
sugar prevails, making canning of this 
and other fruit an unprofitable en­ 
terprise. 
Fine tomatoes are now to be had 
in profusion, and dealers stated that 
within a week the finest of these will 
be available at $! a bushel and per­ 
haps less. 
Roasting ears are plenti 
fu] and cheap, and, generally speak­ 
ing, the high cost of living is no more 
noticeable now than for some time 
past. 
Meat dealers report sharp ad 
vances in the price of perk, and 
in 
some cases a 
restricted 
wholesale 
market, but other meats sell at about 
the usual prices. 
Despite all these increases, it is an­ 
nounced that McNab’s coal will 
not 
go up in price the coming winter but 
will remain the same as last winter

The Ancon will remain at the Bal­ 
boa do* ks for some time, discharging 
her cargo, this being the first com 
mer« ial voyage made 
through

canal. 
The canal having beta officially 
opened, it was used Monday for the 
transfer of four cargo 
ships 
which 
will thus shorten their routes. 
The 
private yacht Lisata, owned in Los 
Angeles, also will be transferred to 
the Pacific, homeward bound. 
The trip of the Ancon was th*1 
fastest yet made by a large ocean 
steamer, the locking operations being 
quicker, owing to greater • xperien< e. 
The steamer went through the Gatuin 
locks in 70 minutes, a speed never 
before equalled. 
The other lockages 
were equally rapid. 
Col. George W. Goethals, builder of 
the canal and governor of the zone, 
watched the operations closely and 
was manifestly pleased at 
the 
im­ 
proved handling of the locks. 
He de­ 
clared that even this would be made 
much better with time. 
Capt. Hugh 
Hodman, superintendent of transpor­ 
tation, who directed the trip, voiced 
similar sentiment.
